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OUR TARTIES AND PUBLIO MEN—
THE POLITICAL HORIZON,
From the N, Y, Herald,

Taking the result of the late clestions, the
political bearing of the President’s message
and the position of parties at the commence-
ment of the present session of Congress as a
standpoint for looking at the prospect around
us, we may form some idea of the futare,
The political situation was never more tame,
fiat, and devoid of excitement in this coun-
try. Nover was there such a lack of strong
public men, of leading and powerful minds,
either to arouse popular fervor on questions
already up or to ereate new stirring issues,
It is the same with one party as with the
other, The Democrats and Republicans
alike are without strong leaders or popular
issnes.

As President Grant is the head and repre- |

sentative of the dominant Republican party
and must be the caudidate of that party in
1872, his message may be regarded as a sort
of platform on which the Republicans will
staud, True, some new issues may be raised
between the present time and 1372, either
through the conrse of coming events or by
the party in Congress. But weé sea none at
present.  Well, what ure the Republicans
going to make the contest upon? 'The mes-
sage of the Prevident to Oongreas isa highly
respectable State document, remarkably con-
sorvative and peaceful, bul tame and nega- |
tive, The negro is used up asa political
hobby. The war issues have been exhausted.
Both the odium and the expoected bene-
fits of reconstrocting the South have been
used nearly as far as they conld be by both
parties. leconstruction is virtually finished,
and little more can be made out of it. The
negroes a8 well as the white people of the
Bouth will henceforth range themselves with
political parties on (uestions affecting their
material interests.  As to flnancial questions,
neither party has a comprahensive, well de-
fined policy. The rapid payment of the debt,
which Mr, Boutwell endeavors to make so
much of, throngh the burdensome taxes wrany
from the people, cannot make much political
capital for either the Secretary of the Trea-
sury personally or the administration, And
8 to rovenus measures, the Ilepublicans are
divided secording to the interests of the seo.
tions of country they represent, It is the
same, in a measture, with the Democrats,
though they are more nnited than the Repub-
licans on such measnres,
BEOn questions of foreign policy or our rela-
tions with foreign countries neither the
adwministration party nor the opposition has
any poliey to awaken the popular mind. The
Alabama claims, the fishery question, and the
navigation of the St. Lawrence, whish the
President has discnssed pretty fully in his
message, might bring up a popular issue; but
wo rather think General Grant will not foree
one, and that the Dritish government is so
intent on waintaining peace with this coun-
try that these watters will be smoothed aver
or remain in a quiescent state. The Presi.
dent’s mind seews full of the Bt. Domingo
annexation scheme, for it is dwelt on at great
length in the message; but thers is not
enough in that to make any political capital,
Indeed, the suspicion is generally entertained
that there isn job in the schome, and that
the President, though not a party to it, is
misled by those having his contidence,

The annexation idea is always a popular
one with the American people, but in the case
of Bt. Domiuago they say cwi bono? or what
is to come outof it? Tho island is naturally
very rich, as most tropical countries are; but
if there be not tha population, or you cannot
get the population there to develop this nata-
ral richness, where is the value ? The St.
Domingo question cannot be made a popular
one, Itisdifferent with Cuba. That island
has not only as much patursl wealth as St
Domingo, or more, but has all the developed
wealth of a prosperons eountry—most valu-
able and large produactions, a large popula-
tion, extensive commerce, railroads, tele-
graphs, great cities, splendid ports, and all
the elements of a progressive and civilized
country, besides being almost within gunshot
of the United States. Then there is the
popular sympathy of the American people
with their neighbors struggling to shake off
the yoke of Ewropean despotism amd to
establish republican institutions. ‘This wonld
be a popular yuestion for the President and
bis party; but he chooses to ignore Cuba and
the Cubans,

Noither one party nor the other has any
atriking poliey on the questions referred to,
and both are drifting along lazily on the slug.
gish stream of used-up political questions,
Sometiwes the want of stirring issues is com.
pensated for in & measnre by the towering
position and influence of great party states.
men or leaders. A sort of hero worship may
sometimes serve party purposes. Look at
the influence General Jackson and H snry
Clay bad over the people. Such men can in.
spire enthusiasm in the masses, DBut at pre-
sent the countay hus no such leaders, We
are withont great men as well as proat mea-
sures. The most prowinent fignre among
the group of our leading public men is
Genaral Grant, His Il_;lurinun war recarl
gave him that position aud made him Presi-
dent. Though he muokes a respsctable and
safe President, he does not show as much
ability in politics and statesmanship as
in the command of armies, Ha (ails
to initiate a policy that wounld toush
the popular heart, Yet ho stauds like a Go-
liath above the other prominent wen and
Presidential aspirants of the Republican

arty. There are Colfax, Snwner, Bontwell,
riutler, and others who aspire to be leaders
and statesmen, and who have their eyes fixed
on the White House: but is thers one of
them that merits this distinction? Colfax is
simply a loeal, swmooth politician, whose
strength lies in a fluent tongne, There is
nothing great about him. Suomper is a man
of one idea and a theorist—a mers rhetori-
cian, and bas neither the yrasp of mind for a
statesmen nor the yualitiea for the chief and
leader of & party. Boutwell is a respectable
country lawyer and local politician, who be.
came & finance minister by nocident, who has |
had nothing to do but to Lsul in the ener- |
wous revenus imposed by Congress upon the |
pooTlo. aud who bas shown no remarkable |
ability either in the Treasury or in the House |
of Representatives. Batler has more talent |
and vigor than any of them, but be is reck. |
|

i

less, unserupulous in politiml affairs, and
would be unreliable, if not dangerous, at the
helm of Btate. Bo we might go on to aualyze
the character and pretensions of ouher so.
called leaders of the Republican party, and
we should find none equal to the political ne-
cessities of the time

Now, then, with regard to the opposition
or Domocratic party, what groat measures or
great men do we find in that? Looking over |

the whole field we see the withering blight of
the dead past—no fresh issues or new life —
nothing to arouse public sentiment. There
has appeared to bLe lately, and| partioularly
in the late clections, some returning life to
this once vigorous and powerful party, but
its comparative sucoenses arise from a nega-
{ive and not a %mitiva ganse, The dissatis-
faotion with the Republican party and its
growing unpopularity helped the Demoorats,
and not any pusilive popalarity of their own,
They have not presented any policy or issne

to slir the paoguiar heart, and sésm to
bave none to offer. Nor have
they any towering leaderas to arouse

the enthusinsm of the people or to organize
and consolidate the party, Governor Hoff-
man, who will be, probatly, the Presidential
caundidate of Tommany, and who is already
nominated in different parts of the country,
is o safe, prudent, conservative and very re-
spectable man, For negative virtnos, if we
may call them so, no man could bs more un-
exceplionable. DBut what is there in the
clhiaruoter, history or reputation of the Gov-
ernor to aronse popular sentiment? Oulside
of New York who knows nnything abont him?
His public career has been confined to this
Btate, axfd though he has made a good Gov-
ernor, the people offother Btates or sections
know little concerning him. Pendleton, of
Obio, is a brilliant man, but out of the ques-
tion. IHis sotecedenis and political and
financiul theories make him objectionable to
a large number of the psople. Handricks,
of Indiana, has had a good deal of experience
in Congress, and has proved a solid and safe
public servant, but there is nothing in him
to awaken the enthusiasm of the people. So
on to the end of the list of Demooratic leaders.
With sterility in polioy and medioority in its
lending men what can the Democratic parly
do? General Grant, then, ia the foremost
man, and the Repnblioans have the best
chance with him of holding power, bat if by
chance the Democrats shonld gain the next
Presidential election it will be through the
wistakes and mnpopularity of the Republi-
cans, and not from any positive merits of
their own, What the conntry really wants
are live issnes and strong publio men,

THE FISHERIES QUESTION.
From the N, Y. Times,

The Canadian authorities will commit a
grievous blunder if they act upon the snp-
position that the fisheries qnestion will for
the timae be terminated by the stoppage of
the bonding facilities hitherto enjoyed by
the provinces, or by the exelusjon of their
vessels from Upited States walers. These
are retaliatory measures which the Cana-
dians, sneer at them as they may, will wince
under whenever they are put into operation.
The privilege of transporting goods in bond
through this country may not be essentinl to
the comimerciel existence of Oalario, but
without it the merchants of that province
will be at the mercy of their rivals in Quebec.
The Toronto Leader does not magnify the
effect of the measure upon the convenience
and fortunes of its people when it declares
that all their “*fortitnde” will be required *to
support the (Dominion) Government in the
}mncy it may determine to pursue,” IHow
ong colonial obstinacy and bluster can be re-
lied upon to withstand a pressure which will
to some extent erush their material interests,
time will determine. For the moment, the
Dominion officinls assnme an air of defiance.
They “‘have no idea of abandoning their
present line of policy,” an Ottawa despateh
informs us. We are quite prepared to be-
lieve that they are foolish enough to cling to
pretensions which the United States repu-
diate, and which President Grant avows his
purpose to resist, -

It is for this aspect of the question that we
advise our Canadian neighbors to prepare,
They are at liberty to be friendly or un-
friendly in their general treatment of Ameri-
can fishermen, and to pursue a generous
policy, or a dog-in-the-manger policy, in re-
gard to the navigation of the St. Lawrence,
‘Uhese are swall natters in eomparison with
the vital point at stake in the controversy.
Their interpretation of the Convention of
1818, so far as it defines the limit within
which American fishermen shall not pursue
their calling, is an interpretation to which
this eountry will not submit, Neither Great
Iiritain nor the Dowminion should delnde
itself with the idea that a doctrine invented
by Nova Beotin pettifoggers, long after the
convention had been agreed upon, and by the
application of which the most valuable fishing
grounds are monopolized by the provincials,
ever was or ever will be acquiesced in by the
United States. Its assertion in 1852 brought
the two countries to the verge of war; its re-
assertion in 1870 brings us face to face with
the same contingency. For some years the
Reciprocity treaty averted the disenssion,
but its real character has nndergone no
change in the interval. The provincial
claim, as now asserted, rests altogethar
upon the rendering of stipulations which
were not intended, and cannot be allowed,
to convert waters that belong as much to
ourselves as to the provinces into the exclu-
glve property of the latter. We roject that
claim as nnsound in law, as at variance with
the righta of mankind and of nations, and as
too absurd and unjust to be tolerated. The
time has come when it must be met and dis-
posed of forever. No reciprocity treaty is
gvailable to coneeal it now. The provinces
must practically sbanbon it, or the Govern-
went of this country will be compelled to
vindicate its right, aud protect an important
olass of its citizens, who are now safferers
from provineial injustice and rapacity.

The offensive legislation of the Domiuion,
to which the President adverts in his mes-
sage, all turns upon tae British version of
of the Convention of 1818. ‘The seizares
und forfeitnres continnally reported are lagiti-
mate condequences of the provincial preten-
sion to the exclusive ownership of the waters
that are profitable to fishermen. 'There has
been a needless oflensiveness in the manuser
in which Dritish officiala bave eonducted
themselves, They have seized vessels with-
out warning. They have forfoited vessels,
and stores, aud cargoes withoul regard for
equity, and with a sovereign contempt for
rights which this eountry never relinquished,
They buave at length enforced the wiosy
odious  provisions of their law, 8y
seizing & Massachusetts schoouer, on th»

| pretext, as alleged in Congress, “‘that she

bad on board too much provisions for atw)
mouths’ fishing wvoyage.” The iotent of
these proceedings it 18 not difieult to undar-
stand. The Dominion CGovernment hoped,
by harassing Awmerican fishermoen, to exas’
froma this conntry commercial conpessions
that are esseniail to the prosperity of the
weritime provinces, 'The effect has been
exactly opposite. FEven those who wers ori-
ginally friendly to reciprocity refuse to eun-
tertain it under circumstances which imply
recognition of Canada’s preposterous eclaim,
Our people are heartily with the Presidsnt in
the position he has assumed. They will not
only sustain him in the exercise of the power
which Oongress is asked to confer, hut they
will require of bin & bold assertion of the
Awerican interpretation of right, ss opposel
to the interpre tation upheld by the Dawinion,

We should bave little hope of a pacifio set-
tlement of this question if the Domlnion
Government were allowed by Great Britian
to have its own way. Oolonial anthorities
roly so constantly npon the backing of the
parent Slate that they somelimes forget to
onlenlate consequences.  With the Rritish
Government the case is different. Ita sense
of responsibility leads it to be eautions, and
we shall not be surprised if Earl Kimberly
rebuke the Ottawa politiciana for reviviag a
quarrel which England is ill prepared to
meet, Her rulers and people have too many
important matters in band to waste time or
temper over the provificial claim to fish, It
is, however, the duty of President Grant, in
communicating with the British Govornmoent,
to present the issne in its broadest aspoot.
Tussia objects to the operation of a Lreaty
concerning whose construction there is no
donbt. The United States owe to themaalves
a distinet declaration that they discard as
umtenable the British version of the conven-
tion respeoting the fisheries, and that they
are not willing to tolerate the enforcement
of that version by Dowinion officials, We
look to London, not Ottaws, for an answer.

REPUBLICAN CRITICISM OF THE AD-
MINISTRATION,
From Harper's Weekly,

The free Republican criticisms of the ad-
winistration have had one signal effect, They
have demonstrated the hearty hold of the
administration upon the public mind. Not
one of those crities, except the Chicago 7'ri-
hune, is disposed to look for reform beyond

the Republican organization. and none of |

them expect it of the Demooratio party.
There are alwnys orators and writers enough
to glerify the situation, and we are therefore
very much obliged to thoss other observers
who show us what remains to be dene. There
are two kinds of travellers: those who prefer
to sit around the cmnp-fire, and to tell the
brave story of the journey; and thoss who
look to see how the camp may be made more
secnre, and where to-morrow's path must be,
Doth dispositions are equally observable in
Fublio affairs; and nobody should be more
1eartily welcomed by a party than the oritie,
and even the grumh?ar. The old king had a
skull laid beside bis plate at the banquet. If
the old Democratic parly had enconraged
criticisin instead of servility, it would Lave
been much wiser, aud of a much longer life.
It 35 & great mistake to try to imitate the
Democratic method in the Republican orga-
nization. There are a thousand reasons why
it could not be done. There is one all-sufii-
cient reason why it should not be doune. It
would destroy the party.

Since the election, which has shown, despite
every degree of jealonsy, discontent, and se-
rious difference, that the Republioan assend-
ency is virtually unshaken, two things be-
come clearer, First, a general Seeling that
the Iresident will be renominated by the
party; and second, that harmony npon every
essential point 18 not impracticable. Entire
barmony there cannot, of course, bs. Wa,
for instance, who advocale a civil service re-
form do not expect that Congress will at once
pess a law which will wholly satisfy all our
wishes. But we do expect to see the senti-
ment of the party more and mors deflnitely
declared for that reform, and we certaiply
do wot expect it from any other pos-

sible party. So the protectionists and
the free-traders, or revenue reformera,
will not expset to have all their

views embodied in the policy of the party;
but each may justly expeoct a concession from
the other. The Worid says that fres trade
is a motto nailed to the Democratic mast, and
the party will go into the campaign of 15872
with that cry.  We cannot, of course, regard
the Werld as the best authority for the
Democratic policy; but any party which, in
the present condition of the country, de-
clares for free trade and direct taxation will
not elect a President in 1572, Undonbtedly
the Demooratic party will put into its nest
Presidential platform some fine phrases abont
free trade. Dut its orators upon the Penn-
eylvania stomp, for instance, will not enlarge
upon that plank.

We expect that the course of the adminis.
tration and of Congress during the winter
will tend to a rapid union of all Republican
differences. We have a right to believe that
the months since the adjournment will
have shown Congeess that the country wishes,
first of all, pence at home and abroad; then
financial relief; and; as a security of that and
of the general honesty and economy of ad-
ministration, a weakening of the system of
patrouage which now holds and abuses the
civil service. In the State of New York there
is, and bas been for some time, a deplorable
difference in the Republican party. It is in
every way bumiliating and barmful, Bal it
cannot be healed until its cause is removed,
Aud that cause is not a person but a system.
1i is patronage which is respousible for the
discord of the party, If the Senators and
Representatives of New York could truly say
with Mr, Mundella that they had not the
alightest personal influence in the appeint-
mont of the least officer in the civil serviee,
and the sama were ftrue of loeal and State
LReprosentatives, the party wonld be entirely
harmonions; and we might say of any of our
varions departments as Mr. Mundilla said
of the Post Office in England, that it was
the mwost allicient and sconowmical institution
in tho country. ‘The New York ditfference
can be reconciled if Congress will thua lead
the way,

Fioancial relief can be, and we have no
doubt will be, fonnd in a poliey of reducing
interral taxation to a few loxurmes, and in
adjusting the tariff to a revenue standard,
while Lthe burden of the debt is removed from
this generation. That this is the settled wish
of the country there can be no doubt. Nor
is there any question that a tranguil and
efficicrt session devoled to ensing the publio
burdens, rather than to Duncombe elogquence,
would be most advanlageons to the party,
The difficulty with the last session was that
Congress scemead to have no porosption of
the nationsl wisbes, aud went feeling and
tulking aloug in a rather resultless way. «It
can no longer say that it does not know what
the country wiskes, Plainly it wishes Be-
publican aseendency, with econvmical and
eflicient ndmipistration. It expects a tariff,
lll)kl it nlso I‘XI)(‘.L‘[F thﬂ Iilul“tiun ol the iH('-U.II.I.Q
tox and the reduction of other taxation to a
very considersble amonnt, There are eutire
confidenes ued the most general industrial
activity throughbout the country, and we hope
thiat the party lenders will speak plainly, not
fearing to recommend positive measuras of
reforu, and trusting to the general intelli-
gence of the people,

The criticism of which we bave spoken has
been of undonbted service,
dent wounld do the country and the eriticising
Republicon press injnstice if he supposed
that it proceeded from seriqus distrost of Lim.
It is long since there bas been so pure an
sdministralion as that of General Grant, or
one more sincerely sed 3usleuhtiouaiy de-
voted to the public wolfaws,

vainly disquieting itself to pot them baok
again, All the seductive l!tigol' which the
Beston mind was oapable, from erotic ogling
to direct solicitation, have been brongﬂt to
bear upon the obdurate British breast, Bat
the British ear bas remained deaf to the voisce
of the charmer; and the British breast, ‘* fall
of sad experience,” declines to move *‘slowly”
or otherwise ‘‘to the stillness of ita rest” in
Boston. Tt is found by sad experience
that a cily whioh neither received nor issned
any freéight, to which no Enropean ever wished
to go, and from whioch the small and rational
minority who wished to get away invariably
fled to New York as a preliminary to future

preregrinations, was not a  desirable
ity to run & line of steamships to.
Wherefore Boston moturns  for her

steamers and refuses to be comforted,

And now it seems that a similar frenzy has
Tuflled the placid bosom of commereial Phila-
delphia, and that a ‘“‘meeting of mershants”
has been held to conjure owners of steam-
ships to seo their own interests and confer
upon the Old World the nnapeakabla hoon of
a direct communication with Philadelphia.
But we grieve to see that Philadelphia is not
wholly unselfish in her desires, She wishas,
it is true, to confer npon sirangers to the
Uommonwealth of Penusylvania and alians to
tke covenant of Penn the happiness of
knowing that she exists, But, also and alas,
she yearus to work up her own pig-iron into
monerchs of the main, and to employ her
shipwrights in the construption of vessels
upon a DPhiladelphinn modifcation of the
Noachian pattern, .

But let the Philadelphians pause in their
mad career and consider before they waste
their substance for that which, althongh it
be cast upon the waters, will protty certainly
not be bread. Let them reflect that steam-
£hips are sailed not for glory only, but also
for base luere. The men who manage
steamers, being instigated thereto by the
devil, mansge them partly for their own
sukes, and not exclusively for the sake of
ministering to the mind disensed of envious
towns. As all good Americans when they die
go to Paris, all good Philadelphians when
they can come to New York. It is not fit
that they should be plunged from the gloom
of their own sepulehral city to the glories of
Lnropean capitals without the intermediate
and preparatory probation which is afforded
them by this metropolis. It is necsssary for
them to buy raiment which bears some simili-
tude to the habit of European wmen, and to
acquire manners which will eanse them to be
regarded as members of a civilized commu-
nity. No wise capitalist would project for
profit a line of steamers] plying to Memphis
and old Thebes, o the roins of Baalbeo or
the desert of Palmyra. Muoch less wonld any
rational person adventure his substance in
trading to Neoropolis and the gardon of the
souls, If noy man sbould undertake to start
8 line of steamers to & cemotory, it is easy to
predict a speedy separation between that nn-
wise wan and his money. While we commeud
the piety of these Philadelphians, therefore,
we are forced to question their perspieacity,
and to counsel them to expend their monoy
in embellishing the Sparta they were born to,
and not to waste it in profane and vaio nt-
tempts to establish lines of steamers, or in
otherwise converting their ssdate, respecta-
ble, but lethargic aboda into a caricature of
the activities, the ambitions, and the great-
ness of New York. Let them ponder the
proverb which assures them that no man is
to be called happy until he is dead. Let
them solace themselves with meditating how
very wmearly dead, and therefore how com-
paratively happy, they already are, and how
much more intslerable would be their sondi-
tiom if they succeeded in galvanizing them-
selves into an illusory and burdensoms
vitality.

MEMORIAL CHAPEL TO STONEWALL
